The essential is 
that we draw near with a childlike 
confidence in God as our Wither,'' de- 
clared Dr, Maliby when he gave his 
third and final lecture on "Certainty* 
in Religion," !:i SUrathoona Hall Inst 
night. This lecture was a continua- 
tion of his previous lectures on the 
same subject. In it he dealt exhaust- 
ively with .Testis' relation to God and 
rriigion. 

"Some may arctic that there can be 
no experience of Cod since experience 
may mean our own assumed interpre- 
tation of our own experience.

Is Given To 
Negro Poor 

Community Centre Ass. Joins 
Financial Federation 

LARGE FIELD 

Need $3,500 To Carry On 
Work In 1929 With 
Paid Secretary 

Admitted as a new organisation Into 
lb'- Financial Kcdcrrtllon, the NeittM 
Community Contre Assoc-biUon hua 
colli 0 to the fore through It m work In 
she vicinity of St. Antoine Street, in 
the way of educational ami social 
activities-. In requirements in the 
present Charities Prive, which I» be- 
ing; held throughout tho city and at 
McGill, arc fS.OOO, in addition, the 
sum of $1100 Is t,i be raised among 
the negroes of the city to complete 
the ronutromonts of l tic budget, for 
tho year. 

l'or many years the need for a 
Community Centre fer the Negro 
Community was keenly felt and dis- 
cussed, but it was not until two years 
Ago that two prominent Negroes of 
tho city approached a secretary of the 
Montreal Y.M.C.A. and discussed 
the problems of their community with 
him. After a tour of tho district. It 
was quite evident to him that Com- 
munity Centre should be formed. This 
was the beginning of tho Negro Com- 
munity Centre Association. 

Social Gatherings 

At the present time the Associa- 
tlon is situated in an old house on St. 
Antoine Street, where varied activi- 
ties are carried un. flubs for boys 
and girls, health i-ilks, and social 
satherings are held regularly. The 
Community Centre workers are at- 
tempting to Improve the conditions 
under which all people work, live, and 
spend their leisure time. A com- 
munity morale is sought which shall 
bind the whole organization together 
ar-i sive sustaining power to each In- 
dividual and to the community as a 
whole. The agency hiis been called 
upon numerous times to adjust oases 
of destitution and unemployment. 

When tho Association was brought 
to th" notice of the Financial Federa- 
tion a special committee was dele- 
gated to investigate conditions In Hi" 
coin m unit y and the work done by the 
agency. In a report to the Federation 
it was stated that the Négfo Com- 
munity Centre of Montreal hml been 
organized without any help from the 
Charities Council and that, officers 
and a committee had been appointer!, 
It wax felt at the time thai the flr;,t 
Immediate necessity was for the ser- 
vices of a competent Nejrro iSxeentlve, 
on which would tail the responsibility

Evidently, the merchants cf As- 
syria, and Babylon, when those coun- 
tries were at tiie height of their 
poncer. ? ere. quite as esaet, in keeping 
rhilr accounts a_< modern merchant', 
If the characters Inscribed on e,ne o" 
the clay tablets on view in the P.eil- 
■patll Library are to be believed. This 
particular tablet forms part of tiie 
present Assyrian and Babylonian Ex- 
hibit, and on It are recorded pay- 
ments for drini<. oil, ami cereals. An- 
other no l»ss Interesting tablet gives 
detailed information on the subject 
of divination by the colour of the 
liver. 

One of th» features of the exhibit 
is a clay cylinder, heirimr an inscrip- 
tion of Nobuchodnéïzaic II. On read- 
ing a translation of C-.ii by Stephen 
Lanxdon. one learns that !.< t stata.- 
me-.t of virlctrs public works, which 
N'ebttchadnezrar carried out. Among 
these -«-orks. th« building of waa«, 
and :;-c erection of temples r,; a; - rt 
promtaent part. The inscription 
closes 3:l invocation to the 

king's sods for protection. 

Another article of special interest 
is a targ« Babylonian brick! which 
was obtained by 'Professor MacLeoa 
In at AsBhur. It is in a, well 

préserve»! condition, and siio^vs a 
soo<i impression of a stamp. Four 
cylindrical Babylonian seals aro also 
include.! M this group. An extnict, 
taken from a book' in J. p. Morgan's 
Library, çives an interesting: account 
Of the history of cylinder seals! At 
first, these scats, indicatins owner-

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ONE THING WE LACK 

There was once a war on the Daily. There 
have been several. But this particular war was 
waged over the forced demise of the Literary 
Supplement. Out of the smoke of battle arose 
the much cussed and discussed Fortnight ly Re- 
view. The Review was a child of strife, born 
of adversity, and during its life it was the tar- 
get of much abuse from numberless McGill stu- 
dents. In its first year of existence it was en- 
gaged in continuous warfare with the Daily, 
but even in its earliest stages it was a warfare 
waged by friendly- enemies. 

And now as those days are recalled and 
comparisons made with the present, it is felt by 
the Daily that it would be almost worth another 
war lo have established again some such organ 
as the Fortnightly. As an independent publi- 
cation it was able to discuss campus questions 
with a greater degree of latitude than could 
the Daily. For the Daily i? the paper of the en- 
tire student body and as such is not allowed a 
partisan viewpoint. An opinion can stir up 
more discussion than a fact can. A "good swift 
kick in the seat of the pants" is most efficaci- 
ous in dealing with indifference and casualness. 

The fortnightly was more than a mud- 
slinging organ and a herald of si rife. Particu- 
larly in its second year it was a literary publi- 
cation of which any college might be proud. It 
seems a shame that there is no paper to fill its 
place today. Is it because McGill students of 
the present generation are incapable of pro- 
ducing articles and poems of literary merit V 

INTELLIGENCE TESTS 

A craze for intelligence tests has come to 
many colleges and universities of 3ate. These 
tests are applied to freshmen to determine 
whether or not their native intelligence is suf- 
ficient to warrant them to become undergrad- 
uates and graduates that will reflect credit 
on themselves and their Alma Mater. 

Obviously the system in an attempt to do 
away with haphai>ard selection of freEhmen, 
and thus finally to give a more highly-polished 
finished product. The very idea of having an 
impartial test, in which all potential freshmen 
must qualify, if a laudible one; but in view of 
present systems it w.ould *eem Mat the conven- 
tional intelligence test cioet not add any more 
to a university's knowledge of a man's capabil- 
ities, than the results of his entrance examina- 
tions would. 

Before one itf admitted to a university he 
must have passed certain examinations, in 
many cases thçsç ar« po1 set by 'he university 
in Question, but 'iiere is surd « n interchange 
of student* say among the states of the United 
.States, that a university will recognize the ex- 
aminations sel down by whatever state from 
which the candidate may come. It must be ad- 
mitted that a man't intelligence <-an be judged, 
to a certain extent by hie ability to get good 
grades it; his. examinations. 

Now. either on top of these entrance ex- 
aminations, or in disregard of them, the intelli- 
gence test hat: been brought into use. 

itf weakness are obvious. 

The first and most important of its. weak- 
ne&oes is t hat an iuUdligence test doe.-, not mea- 
sure "native intelligence'' comparatively, un- 
law those taking the test have come from dis- 
tricts which have tin- same or nearJy fii<. same 
cultural environment. For example, one would 
naturally expect a citjvb/ed person to have dif- 
ferent capabilities, a* compared to a person 
from a rjaskatche.waii wh«at farm or from a 
Cape Breton mining town, even piowde-d Ihejr 
"native intelligent:" is the same. /t. would a/eo 
he reasonable to suppose that a child who was 
Ifiven mutuant) toy* to play v/iiji, would de 
velop differently from a child that was tfjyem 
s*y do!b and picture books. 

It would seem therefore, that an intelli- 
gence test measures no', "naiivt intclligcni.e," 
but rather the "result of one's cultural back- 
ground- 

One canno! but adniit tljaj ii. would U- u 
real step forward if a means were discovered 
to measuic fcjhe intelligence which has been 
one's heredity. .Scholastic qualifications would 
then not mean so much as they do now, but by 
At, "intelligence test method" one could dn-.< v vc.

$iephcn Lcacock's humorous articles, "Short 1 ' the individual 
articles may be (liltc tiie, young lady's skirls, Ioiir enough 
to cover the subject, short enough lo he interest iiig), hut 
tlir whole fifty-four of them make tip a volume that is far 
from short; therefore Ut not any Scottish leader he deluded 
hy the title into imagining that he is not pitting his money's- 
worth. The hook i> retnarkably cheap. It works out approx- 
imately at .03c per chuckle. 

M;ni> are the currents that Or. l.eacoek has shotted! the 
.«■oei.il em t ent, bygone ciirrinlSi current literature— scores of 
them, ebbing and flowing over the whole jea ol humour. 

It has often been pointed out that of the two methods of 
attacking evils, denunciation and ridicule, (he latter has a 
decided advantage. Heme il U not surprising to find one 
Whom we at McGill know to he keenly inletcsl&l in social 
problems utitii.ing his matchless luimoui to expose the 
shams and sillinesses and imperfections of our "efficient" 
twentieth -century lite. The "nuts" (l.eacoekian word!) who 
hanker after World Records, the advertisers who plaster the 
countryside with their frantic appeals, the o,uasi politicians 
who write memoirs,— "he's got theiu on his lisl." and at 
them and at many others aie we made lo laugh, and lo 
laugh loud. 

Humour It Nevrr Bitter 

But after alt humour that is attack needs at least a dash 
of Swift-like bitterness. And billeruess is the last word that 
one could ever couple with Dr. I.eacock's name. The 
majority— and the best,— -of these sketches ate pure 
buffoonery, sheer literary antics, delightful cavorting s that 
do nothing but r.ir.use, an* amuse, and amuse. The author 
can iNtrac: iunnincss from everything and anything, from 
a hack-yard to Mr. Hoylc, No better antidote for an attack 
of the blues than to follow in "Short Circuits'' the mishaps 
and Munderings of Gussic the N'ut, Count Guesshard de 
Discard, fir .laugh Bchn, Prince Bugluus, and Fatto the 
Capitalist. 

And here a word to tiic wise. Read Steve (f beg his 
pardon; but then what student doesn't privately call him 
ttrvc'-l aloud- The humour is oral rather than ocular. It is 
funny enough read silently; but try and read (as 1 did) 
.-ome of the best passages to a friend, and sec it you do not 
both break dowr, fas we did) in the process. It requires no 
great effort o: the imagination to pieturc in the mind's eye 
Dr. Lcacock pacing his study, and dictating this week's 
ludicrosity, his sentences punctuated by those iamoiis 
chuckles which no newspaper reporter has been known to 
omit from his 'write-up.' 

The Style |> Net Aloof 

Many of the sketches arc at the expen-c of present-day 
fads and fancies, little foibles we all have and all smile at. 
Here we smile at the little man with the story lo tell, at the 
preple who see Europe in a week, at the golf enthusiast, at 
the readers ot detective fiction. You cannot help iceling as 
you r<vj ihat Dr. Leacock is himself a golf enthusiast, and 
himself a lover of Sheer lock Holmes. "We are all rallier 
" he seems to >»>, "let'', all laugh at each other." There 
ù no ejever sarcasm, no rve-goiie-onc-better-lhau.you al- 
titude, none oi the aloofness of the intelligentsia.

fires and accidents); a certain type 
of newspapers' cmphaeis on crime; 
all these come in for a genUe pann- 
ing. 

In a more serious style we find the 
"Ballad of the Spirit of Christmas" 
and "Memorial Day", touching little 
pieces. And to round out tho story we 
jiiust admit that oue or two arc pretty 
bad; there Is a very feeble one about 
tho difference between plumbers and 
poets, ihe laltee piping his lays, the 
latter' laying Ills pipes. Never mind, 
Iho rest make up for the occasional 
lapse. 

It Is however when Mr. King get 
on to politics mid his own profession. 
Ihe newspaper game, that lie really* 
goes. For Instance In "A Trimer of I 
Politics" he says:

Prof. Lloyd Lectures On Mi- 
croscopic Animals Snt. 



D::e to tln>. heavy registration of 
pupils in the schools in the city for 
the series of lectures entitled "Won- 
derland through the Metroscope;" it 
has been found necessary to change 
the lecture hall from the UlologlCiil 
Building in McGill to the Assembly 
Hall or the High School of Montreal. 
The lectures arc to he given by Pro- 
fessor K. 12. Lloyd, director of the Bio- 
logical Building. The first lecture, 
"Wlgglers arid how they Wiggle," will 
be given at 11 a.m. on Saturday, Over 
v>0 children arc expected to attend 
this lecture. Tickets can be obtained 
at the Bursar's Office 

This is the firs: occasion on which 
McGill has offered a course of lec- 
tures on plant life for children. The 
heavy registration is due to the efforts 
of the Department of Intra-Murnl Re- 
lations which sent out letters an- 
nouncing the course to all the schools 
in the city. 

Although the lecture* arc for 
children, they present the most recent 
results of scientific microscopy. 
Among the illustrations will be a film 
showing minute creatures swimming 
aroud in the eye of a small needle.
